has  taught  in  this  township  all  of  his  teaching  career,  Mr.  Hibbs  first 
taught  in  the  White  one  room  school  house  and  from  there  he  went  to 
Union  Join  School  before  coming  to  Nineveh.     Mr.  Hibbs  received  his 
Bachelor's  Degree  from  Franklin  College  and  his  Master's  Degree 
from  Indiana  University.
